NEW DELHI — <UPD — Com m u­ 
nist Chinese P rem ier Chou En-Lai 
today proposed creation of a 25- 
mile buffer zone to prevent fu r­ 
ther bloodshed along the disputed 
Indian-Red Chinese border. 
He also suggested 
a m eeting 
W'ith Prim e M inister Jaw aharlal 
N ehru in the “im m ediate fu tu re.” 


IT WAS TH E first concrete Red 
Chinese proposal for settling the 
increasingly b itter border quarrel 
between the two nations. 
Indian sources 
said, 
however, 
that the Peiping note reiterated 
Red Chinese claim s to c e r t a i n 
Indian territory which Nehru is 
pledged not to give up. 


NEHRU 
CALLED his 
cabinet 
into session at 11 o'clock Sunday 
night, apparently to consider the 
Chinese note w hich w as dispatch­ 
ed from 
Peiping on 
Saturday. 
Also attending the three - hour 
cabinet m eeting was Indian A rm y 
com m ander K. S. Thim ayya. 
A source close to the cabinet 
said Thim ayya had been ordered 
to m eet Communist force w i t h 
force, but not to begin an o f­ 
fensive.

would indicate Nehru considered 
tlie Chou

not 
entirely 
satisfactory, but open to consid­ 
eration. 
The note 
from 
Chou 
En-Lai 
was one of two w*hose contents 
w ere disclosed today by the New 
Delhi and Peiping governm ents, 
whose relations with each other 
have deteriorated steadily under 
a barrage of charges and counter­ 
charges. 


TH E CHINESE note said it w as 
regrettable th at India had adopt­ 
ed attitude of disregarding t h e 
facts. 
Peiping R adio's broadcast of the 
note coincided with the release in 
New Delhi of an earlier note from 
N ehru to Chou. 
India's note to Red China r e ­ 
jected as a "trav esty 
of 
t h e 
tru th ” Chinese claim * of Indian 
responsibility for the 
clash 
b e­ 
tw een Indian and Chinese troops 
Oct. 21 in the Ledakh region of 
the border states of Jam m u and 
K ashm ir. Nine Indians were killed 
in the battle.

as six weeks away, half of the 80- 
day duration of the Suprem e Court 
directed injunction period 
In addition to m illhands. recall 
orders w ent to rail w orkers. G reat 
Lakes ore ship crew s, and coal 
and uon miners. 


BUT AS ST E E L m en returned 
gradually to th eir jobs, the steel-

ers as supplies dwindled and no 
appreciable supply quantity from 
re-opened m ills w as in sight soon.

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Regulation of TV Shows 


fbilowing on the h eels of disclosures 
tJgt som e of the big TV quiz shows were 
rigged, there h a s been considerable de­ 
late am ong Governm ent officials as to 
*hether or not the co n ten ts of all TV 
>ws is subject to Federal regulation. 
Several 
Congressmen 
have expressed 
flie opinion that the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission should take action 
against 
stations 
broadcasting 
shows 
which are considered objectional. The 
F.C.C., which licenses the stations and 
regulates’ the airway*, has taken the 
position that it cannot control programs 
unless som e specific law is violated. 
The portion of TV shows devoted to 
advertising has also been subject to 
much criticism in the past year, and the 
Federal Trade Commission has given 
this area of TV broadcasting its atten­ 
tion. Some question the jurisdiction of 
this agency but the F.T.C., which issued 
11 orders during the past several months 
designed to halt objectionable TV com­ 
m ercials, is stepping up its activity in 
this field. 
The PTC. ha» announced that It will 
monitor all TV network programs for a 
period of 30 days beginning Nov. 15. The 
agéncy already has som e 50 investiga­ 
tions in process. Non-network shows are 
receiving some attention as well. 
Chairman Earl Kintner will find manjr 
viewers in agreement with his opinion 
that too many TV commercials "exag­ 
gerate, irritate and nauseate.” Perhaps 
the viewers are being deceived by some 


commercials In somewhat the same man­ 
ner that they were fooled by the rigged 
quiz shows. Some of the demonstrations 
remind one of a sleight-of-hand act. The 
medium makes ali sorts of “tricks” pos­ 
sible. 


Maybe TV officials and sponsors will 
follow the F.T.C. chairman’s advice and 
clean up advertising that has been in 
bad taste— if not illegal. Certainly the 
industry must be shaken up over all 
this bad publicity concerning the quiz 
shows. Viewers will no doubt hope that 
all of this will result in some better pro­ 
gramming and more acceptable com­ 
mercials. 


Now that the Congressional Commit­ 
tee has brought the subject into the spot­ 
light it would seem that Congressmen 
could devote their attentions to more 
vital subjects and let whatever Federal 
agency has the jurisdiction in this field 
see to it that the public interest is pro­ 
tected. 


The reactions of those who followed 
the quiz shows that are now known to 
have been rigged have been as varied 
as the personalities who took part in the 
programs. Many will, tell you that they 
felt all along that contestants were be­ 
ing supplied the answers. Others say 
that it was good entertainment and that 
most forms of entertainment are just 
make-believe anyway. 


But still, hardly anybody likes to be 
deceived.'

But it turned out to be 
an old tennis shoe. 


WELL, THE DAY being Sun­ 
day <and the better the day, 
th* better the deed), we went 
down by the waterfront, right 
where the river joins the sea. 
there is a little jetty there and 
a pile of rocks. A fish would 
be a fool who did not hang 
around a nice, comfortable place 
like that. 
. It was an ideal day for fish— 
and for peoole too 
A deep-blue 
fall day with the breakers fal­ 
ling crisply 
on 
the 
golden 
sand: the bell ringing in the 
white fram e church up in the 
village. 


WE BAITED UP with cheese 
Most people use sardines and 
shrimp and 
things 
like 
that. 
But w# like this ^heese our­ 
selves. Therefore we feel sure 
the fish will like it too. 
Such decisions are made by 
our 4-year-old son who is the 
fisherman. It is an emolional 
experience for both of us. He 
has yet to catch his first fish 
and we are both nervous about 
it. 


WE WORKED if out like this: 
I cut him a long willow pole. 
I bought 35 cents worth of line 
and a green-and red bobber a 
sinker and a hook. 
We tied the whole thing on 
the pole. 
"Fish like to eat cheese"" he 
asked anxiously. 
"They adore cheese. A fish 
would rather have cheese that— 
well, than a peanut butter sand­ 
wich." 


• PERSONALLY, 
I 
think the 
fish would go better on shrimp. 
We can buy shrimp at the bait 
shop. But he likes cheese better 
than shrimp and is determined 


the fish shall hav* only the 
best.) 
We aterted the year fishing 
lor trout up in th* mountains. 
Up there we used a gooey kind 
of chocolate cookie which we 
are crazy about. We did not 
catch any trout. But w* like 
to think how happy they were 
when we threw the bait away 
and they took it home for din­ 
ner. 


YOU CANNOT 
beat 
a day 
like this. He keeps the line in 
the water and I keep a finger 
hooked through the loop in his 
pants. With the other hand 1 
can read the comic section <Not 
as comical as I remember when 
1 was a boy fisherman though.) 
"Keep the bait in th# water!” 
One reason we do not catch 
fish is because he cannot bear 
to leave the bait in the water. 
He keeps pulling it in to look 
at it. Could be we should have 
put mustard on the cheese. He 
worries about things like that. 


ALSO HE WANTS to be an 
eyewitness when the fish bites. 
He wants to see the expression 
of sheer delight on the 
fish 
face as he bites and s«ys: 
"Cheese? Hdw delicious! How 
thoughtful of that boy!" 
Therefore the bait is seldom 
more than a yard away from 
hi* sight. If a fish came up to 
get it, I think 1 could reach 
out and grab him. 


ALL AROUND US. th* pro­ 
fessional fishermen were cast­ 
ing great, heavy lures in the 
water. Shrimp and sardines and 
spinner* and lead weights and 
itvlon leaders. 
They did not get a single, 
solitary bite either. 


AND AFTER A 
satisfactory

cheese off the hook and threw 
it in the water. «Where some 
lucky fish got it and took it 
home.)
